In answer to the above letter, 
I feel that the publication of the 
new magazine, Christianity Today, 
a venture sponsored largely by 
Graham, is unfortunate. A 
magazine highbrow and formal in 
tone, by choice, with emphasis 
primarily on the scholarly instead 
of “primarily on the spiritual, a 
magazine primarily of the schools 
and not primarily of the church- 
es and soul winners, a magazine 
somewhat friendly toward Barth- 
ian theologians and partly un- 
orthodox leaders, I feel will do} 
little good and may do harm. 


I do not believe that Dr. Carl | 
Henry, the editor of Christianity 
Today, intended his editorial com- 
paring Barth and Billy Graham 
to be an endorsement of neo-ortho- 
doxy. I do not believe his friend- 
ly report on the large Methodist 
meeting to be an endorsement of 
the outright modernistic leader- 
ship and literature and education 
to which the Methodist church.is 
whollys committed. But neither 
do I believe that Dr. Henry intend- 
ed to repudiate either Barth or 
modernistic Methodist leadership. 
I think that Christianity Today is 
intended to be a middle-of-the- 


road publication not offensive to| 


modernism and only slightly of- 
fensive to fundamentalists. I think 
there will be aspersions cast at 
fundamentalists from time _ to 
time, as in the first issue, and 
mild disagreement, but not de- 
nouncement, of modernism and un- 
belief. And I believe that 
magazine definitely represents and 
is so, intended to represent the 
Billy Graham viewpoint. 


Dr. Graham and Southern 
japtists 

Billy Graham is a Southern 
Baptist. For that I do not blame 
him. Most Southern Baptists are 
devout, Bible-believing Christians. 
There are more fundamentally 
sound Christians, I think, among 
the eight million Southern Bap- 
tists than in any other large group 
in the world. Most Southern Bap- 
tists believe the Bible. Most Sou- 
thern Baptist preachers preach the 
Gospel. I know them well and love 
them. Much of my ministry has 
been among Southern Baptists.

But we have felt compelled to | 


take a stand against the trend 


toward modernism in Southern 
Baptist Seminary at Louisville, 
and in certain other’ Southern 
Baptist institutions. Nels Ferre, 
in 1947, and other modernists from 


time to time have been invited

guests at Louisville, the tendency 
climaxing with the coming of.Dr. 
Robert McCracken of Fosdick’s 
Riverside Church in New York 
City to Southern Baptist Seminary 
in March, last year. Some South- 
ern Baptist Seminary professors 
take special training under Barth 
in Switzerland, I believe, and 
some at Union Theological Semi- 
nary, New York. Modernistic 
teaching and worldliness in Wake 
Forest College in North Carolina, 


Mercer University in Georgia, 
Stetson University in Florida, 
Furman University in South 
Carolina, for example, have 


caused widespread concern. The 
Bible commands are so plain that 
a Christian is not to support un- 
belief, is-not to be yoked up with 
unbelievers, that THE SworpD OF 
THE Lorp frankly advises Chris- 
tians never to give money, undesig- 
nated, to any denominational co- 
operative program which involves 
the support of schools which are 
modernistic, or partly modernis- 
tic. THE SWORD OF THE LorD has 


great influence among some 
Southern Baptists. Many thou- 
sands of Southern Baptist min- 


isters take THE SWORD OF THE LORD. 
So THE SWORD OF THE LORD Is con- 
| tinually attacked in Southern Bap- 
tist papers and magazines by de- 
‘nominational leaders. So last 
spring when Dr. Graham returned 
from the-Far East, the Texas 
Baptist Standard editor phoned Dr. 
Graham and asked him for a 
statement as to which side he was 
on in these controversial matters. 
Dr. Graham was a member of 
the Co-operating Board of The

The following letter was writ- 
ten by Dr. Graham for publication 
in the Baptist Standard and ap- 
peared April 7, 1956. 


Dr. Graham’s Letter in the 
“Baptist Standard” 
“Dear Doctor James: 


“It was good to talk with you 
on the phone. Once again I would 
like to take this opportunity to 
thank you and‘the Baptist Stand- 
ard for the wonderful coverage 
you have given us from time to 
time, I am proud to be a member 
of the State Baptist Convention 
of Texas. Wherever I went on 
my recent world tour I was in- 
troduced as a Texan—lI never dis- 
puted them! 


“As you know, it was not my 
privilege to come up through the 
regular channels of the Southern 
Baptist convention. Until I was 
17 years old I was reared in an- 
other denomination. However, out 
of conviction I was baptized and 
became an ordained Baptist min- 
ister. Since then my love and 
loyalty for our convention has 
not swerved. However, due _ to 
financial and other ,reasons I 
did not have opportunity to go 
to a Southern Baptist institution, 
but went to Wheaton college and 
later became a minister of a Bap- 
tist church near Chicago. Dur- 
ing all my activifies in the north, 
through Youth for Christ, the 
Northwestern schools, evangelistic 
work, etc., my heart was always 
with the convention. I followed its 
activities and went to the con- 
ventions as often as possible, sup- 
porting its program all the way. 

“In recent years the Lord has 
allowed me to come into closer 
fellowship with my _ . brethren 
throughout the convention. I have 
come to believe that it is near- 
er the New ‘Testament church 
than any other denomination. I’m 
not blind to some of its short- 
comings in certain areas as we all 
are. Yet, I am convinced that it is 
God's great organization, In my 
recent tour around the world, I 
became convinced that our mis- 
sionary program is the greatest 
in the world. Our missionaries 
are of the highest calibre and in 
every case men and women of 
God who love souls, 


“Concerning the Cooperative 
Program, I believe it is the great- 
est means ever devised by the 
church for giving, of one’s tithe. 
I constantly urge people to give 
their tithe to the church where 
their membership is. I have prac- 
ticed for a number of years giv- 
ing my tithe to the church where 
I hold my membership. In pri- 
vate and public conversation I 
support the Cooperative Program 


without hesitation. 


“For those who are looking for 
the perfect church, they will never 
find one on earth and if they did 
find one, it would be imperfect 
the moment they joined it! Jesus 
taught that the wheat and the 
tares would grow together until 
the end of time. There are two 
things that we often miss in this 
parable. One is that the separa- 
tion of the tares and the wheat 
will not take place until the judg- 
ment. Secondly, that it will be 
done by God. However, we have a 
lot of people within and without 
the church who continually try 
to do God’s work for Him by 
separating the tares and _ the 
wheat. I’m certain there are al- 
ways areas within our denomina- 


tion that we can improve. This 
is also true in the Cooperative 
Program. 


“T thank God that He ever led 
me into the Southern Baptist con- 
vention and that I have the privi- 
lege of being a member of this 
great and united body of men and 
women seeking to glorify God in 
the way He outlined in the New 
Testament, I am proud of our 
convention and I take my stand 
with it with an undying loyalty. 
However, as every Southern Bap- 
tist minister has the right to 
make suggestions of even con- 
structive criticisms, I shall feel 
free to do so on the major issues 
that may confront us in the fu- 
ture, 


“Thanking you again for the 

warmness of your friéndship. 
“Cordially yours, 
(Signed) “Billy Graham” 

I corresponded with Dr. Gra- 
ham, asked him frankly which way 
he was going, asked him for a 
statement for THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp endorsing the official con- 
fession of faith of THE SWORD OF 
THE LorRD, which is carried at the 


heading of every paper. 
“An Independent Christian 
Weekly, Standing for the Verbal 


Inspiration of the Bible, the De- 
ity of Christ, His Blood Atone- 
ment, Salvation by Faith, New 
Testament Soul Winning and the 
Premillennial Return of Christ. 
Opposes Modernism, Worldliness 
and Formalism,” 


Dr. Graham demurred, was un- 
willing to sign such a:statement. 
He felt, he said, that we should 
drop his name from the list of 
members of the Co-operating 
Board and we agreed to do so. 


The Editor’s Letter to 
Dr. Graham 


The following letter to Dr. Gra- 
ham is self-explanatory. 
“Dear Dr. Graham:. 

“Very reluctantly, of course, I 


am coming to believe that you are 
right, and that I should release 
you from the. Co-operating Board 
of the Sword of the Lord, as you 
suggest. I am reluctant because 
of my personal love for you and 
even more because of my deep 
concern about evangelism and my 
great joy in your ministry. But, 
as you say, it is becoming increas- 
ingly apparent that we are not 
going quite the same direction, 
and that you cannot, in good 
conscience, back up the doctrinal 
position and principles stated on 
TTHE SWORD OF THE Lorp front page 
every week. 

“T understand that you.are gen- 
erally sound in doctrine. I am not 
your enemy, not even your critic. 
But I know now that THE Sworp 
OF THE LORD does not speak for 
you when it defends fundamenta- 
lists, because you do not claim to 
be a fundamentalist. I know it 
does not speak for you when it 
exposes the modern unbelief and 
lack of scholarship in the Revised 
Standard Version which you 
recommend. I know now that 
THE SWORD OF THE LORD does not 
represent you when it denounces 
the folly of Ferre, Brunner, But- 
trick, McCracken, all of whom 
have spoken at Southern Baptist 
Seminary, and whose books are 
required reading there at Louis- 
ville, since you do not feel as we 
do about the fight against modern- 
ism when it comes among South- 
ern Baptists. You are for the 
fundamentals of the faith, but 
you are embarrassed at my fight 
which is getting very strong and 
definite results. I am sure also 
that we do not represent you in 
our opposition to the young “in- 
tellectuals,” the left-wing fringe 
including Bernard Ramm, Dr. Car] 
Henry, Dr. Vernon Grounds, etc.,

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Are the Ten Commandments 
for Jews only or for every- 
body? 

Seventh Day Adventists often 
take advantage of the ignorance 
of the people by claiming that 
since the command. to observe 
Saturday, the seventh day of the 
week, as a sabbath of rest, is in 
the Ten Commandments, and that 
therefore it is binding on all Chris- 
tians. People generally take for 
granted that the Ten Command- 
ments are all moral law, and since 
the Ten Commandments have been 
taken out of their scriptural set- 
ting and memorized in Sunday 
School, most people do not know 
that they are simply a part and a 
summing up of all the Mosaic law, 
both the ceremonial and moral 
law. Actually, the Scripture never 
indicates that the Ten Command- 
ments were any more inspired 
than the rest of the Old Testa- 
ment. All of it was inspired alike, 
the very Word of God. The rest 
of the twentieth chapter of Exodus 
is as much the Word of God as 
that part of the chapter which 
states the Ten Commandments. 

The ceremonial law is that part 
which had a spiritual meaning, a 
symbolism that is important, but 
which was given as an arbitrary 
command to the Jews, to separate 
them from other people. For ex- 
ample, it is not inherently any 
more wrong to eat pork than beef, 
or to eat catfish than trout. The 
Jewish dietary laws were given 
of God with a ceremonial view, 
and they were not moral laws. It 
is not a matter of morals as to 
whether one circumcizes a_ boy 
baby or not, unless, as with a 
Jew, special obedience to God were 
involved. Moral law is written 
in heart and conscience. Savage 
people who do not have a Bible 
and have never heard the Gospel, 
do not by nature feel condemned 
if they do not rest on Saturday, 
nor if they eat pork, nor if they 
fail to circumcize a boy baby. But 
they do have a moral conscience 
on murder, adultery, stealing and 
lying, however perverted that con- 
science may be. These things are 
so fundamentally wrong in them- 
selves that God has put it in- 
stinctively in the conscience to 
protest against them. Romans 2: 
1-16 shows that God will judge 
heathen people who have not had 
the Gospel on the basis of their 
own consciousness of sin against 
the moral law, their own con- 
science bearing witness.

Answered 


From Macon, Mississippi, a brother sends along some ques- 
tions published by J. A. Thornton of the “Church of Christ” 
denomination. This Campbellite preacher says, “I have search- 
ed in vain for almost twenty: years for these references. If 
you can find them please supply them in the allotted space and 
mail...” So we have answered the questions below for the 
friend who wrote and for anybody else who needs the in- 


formation.

Dear Brother G_----- 

Thank you for your letter. I 
am glad to answer the questions 
asked by our Campbellite friend. 
He says, “WANTED: Bible In- 
formation! In the space allowed 
below please give the Book, Chap- 
ter and Verse in the Bible that 
teaches the following;” then fol- 
low the questions: 


“1. Man is saved by grace alone. | 
2. Man is saved by faith alone.” 

ANSWER: No, God does not 
save people without believing 
God’s grace is received by man's 
faith. “For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of 
yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast” (Eph. 2:8, 9). 

“3. Baptism is not essential to 


salvation.” 
ANSWER: Proven by Luke 23: 


God gave some of ceremonial law 
and some of the moral law. 

The Sabbath command is a cere- 
monial law now nailed to the 
cross of Christ. It was only a 
shadow of things to come, ful- 
filled in Christ and Christians are 
not to be judged by it, as Colos- 
sians 2:14-17 plainly says. The 
command against murder, how- 
ever, is a moral law binding on 
everyone even today. 

These things are made clear in 
a letter recently written to a 
brother who asked whether the 
Ten Commandments were for the 
Jews only or whether they were 
also for us. My letter follows: 


“Forgive my delay in answering’ 


your note, please; I have been 
overwhelmed with duties, 

“You asked, ‘Please send me 
some convincing proof on the Ten 
Commandments. Were they for the 
Jews alone?’ 

“The answer is that the Ten 
Commandments are simply a part 
of the whole Mosaic law, and are 
not to be understood thoroughly 
if separated from the rest of the 
Mosaic law. Really, they sum up 
the Mosaic law. 

“The command about the Sab- 
bath was purely ceremonial and 
therefore is not binding on us. 
That is proven by Colossians 2: 
14-17 where the Sabbath, the cere- 
monial law about Jewish diet, etc., 
are clearly put together as the 
“shadow of things to come” (Col. 
2:17). And we are plainly com- 
manded not to be judged by these 
ceremonial laws since these ordi- 
nances of the ceremonial law were 


My attention has been called 
to a letter from a graduate of 
Bob Jones University who is teach- 
ing school in an eastern state.

ANSWER: If you mean a hu- 
man denomination like the Catho- 
lic church, the Christian church, 
then, of course, the Bible has 
no teaching about denominations. 
They have grown up following 
the pattern of Rome and are un- 
scriptural. If you mean local con- 
gregations, then the Bible never 
discusses what names they should 
have, and to make an issue of it 
is unscriptural. In the Bible we 
find mentioned “the church that 
is in thy house,” and “the saints 
in Christ Jesus which are at

“However, all the other of the 
Ten Commandments are repeated 
in one form or another in the 
New Testament. They are clearly 
moral law, and so are for all peo- 
ple everywhere. Ephesians 4:25 
forbids lying, which repeats one 
of the Ten Commandments; Ephe- 
Sians 4:28 forbids stealing; covet- 
ousness, adultery, etc., are for- 
bidden many places in the New 
Testament. Ephesians 6:2, 3 re- 
peats the commandment, “Honor 
thy father and thy mother.” We 
can safely say that the command- 
ment about the Sabbath is cere- 
monial law and it has only a spirit- 
ual meaning for us and is not 
literally intended for us, just like 
much of the rest of the ceremon- 
ial law given in the same books 
given by Moses; circumcision, eat- 
ing no pork, ete. But throughout 
the Old Testament, when the Bi- 
ble speaks on a moral issue, the 
command is for all mankind; for 
moral issues do not change. 


For instance, the commands 
against drunkenness in the Old 
Testament are equally in force 
for everybody else as well as the 
Jews. The command in Exodus 
20:23, “Ye shall not make with 
me gods of silver, neither shall 
ye make unto you gods of gold,” 
is clearly a moral law, not just an 
arbitrary ceremonial law, and it 
is necessary for all mankind. 
Idolatry would be a sin now as 
in Bible times. The next verse, 
Exodus 20:24, “An altar of earth 
thou shalt make unto me, and 
Shalt sacrifice thereon thy burnt- 
offerings, and thy peace-offerings. 
thy sheep, and thine oxen: in all 
places where I record my name I 
will come unto thee, and I will 
bless thee,” is obviously a cere- 
monial law given to Jews alone 
concerning their sacrifices, which 
were a type or shadow, holding 


yseparate church. See Galatians 
1:2, “unto the churches of Gala- 
tia,” and again in Il Corinthians 
11:28. If you mean a denomina- 
tion, Christ has none at all, never 


has had.

ANSWER: Yes, Jesus said, 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word, and believ- 
eth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life’ (John 5:24). 
Also, many other Scriptures. 


“10. We may pray with the 
rosary.” . 
ANSWER: “For there is no 


difference between the Jew and 
the Greek: for the same Lord 
over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. For whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord 


shall be saved” (Rom. 10:12, 13). 


“11. Instrumental music may be 
used in worship today.” 

ANSWER: Discussed in the 
same chapter which says we may 
use pulpits, pews, songbooks, 
tuning forks, and carpets. It is 
a sign of a man-made doctrine 
which makes issué where the Bi- 
ble makes none. 


“12. Observe Lord’s Supper an- 
nually, quarterly or monthly.” 

ANSWER: This is not discussed 
in the Bible. One time the church 
at Corinth met on the first day 
of the week to break bread (Acts 
20:7). Whether they regularly did 
so or whether any other church 
did so, we are not told. Jesus 
gave no command about how of- 
ten to observe the Lord’s Supper. 
It certainly ought not to be taken 
by anybody as a method of get- 
ting saved or staying saved. 


“13. Christ’s throne will ever be 
on earth.” 

ANSWER. Fairly easily proven. 
Luke 1:32, 33, “‘He shall be great, 
and shall be called the Son of 
the Highest: and the Lord God 
shall give unto him the throne 
of his father David: And he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there 
Shall be no end.” Again, Acts 2: 
29, 30, says “Men ard brethren, 
let me freely speak unto you Of 
the patriarch David, that he is 


both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this 
day. Therefore being a _ prophet, 


and knowing that God has sworn 
with an oath to him, that of 
the fruit of his loins, according 
to the flesh, -he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne.” Also, 
Revelation 5:10 tells us that Chris- 
tians with Christ “shall reign on 
the earth.” Everybody knows 
where David's throne was; that is 
where Christ will reign accord- 
ing to the Bible. 

“14. We may call 
‘Reverend.’ ” 

ANSWER: In the same chap- 
ter where it says we may call 
men “Mr.” and women “Mrs.” I 
think it is all right to address a

good only until Jesus came. These 
verses are in the same chapter as 
the Ten Commandments. Both are 
equally inspired. One is moral law 
and the other ceremonial. We 
must consider the Ten Command- 
ments on the same basis. The 
Sabbath Commandment is clearly 
ceremonial; and the other com- 
mands about moral principles that 
cannot change, are binding on 
everybody alike.”

When you've finished your third 
cup, we'll go and have a look at 
the settlement.” 


I looked with amazement at the 
work that was being done. Wal- 
lace was not only padre and phy- 
Sician to these folk, but he had 
planned a hundred ways of helping 
them in other phases of their lives. 
I passed carpenters’ shops where 
they were making native beds, 
chairs, and a hundred and one 
gadgets for their own use. An old 
man in an advanced stage of the 
disease, without fingers or toes, 


up at me. 


“There are many things you can 
do, Bwana, even if you’ve got no 
fingers.” 

As we walked on, Wallace said: 
“I encourage them to do things. 
Leprosy’s a lazy disease, and if 
they have nothing to do, they 
progressively get worse. Find them 
a job that they can do, and they 
are as happy as can be, With 
treatment, and good diet, very 
many of them become symptom 
free,” 

I looked at the saw pits, where 
men were industriously cutting up 
timber to build further huts for 
patients. 

“That man over there, using the 
crosscut saw, looked hopeless 
three years ago, but in three 
months he will be able to go out 
symptom free. He was thin and 
weak when he came, but we gave 
him graduated exercise and good 
food—and look at him now.” 

“Paulo,” he called, “Njo” (Come 
here). 

I recognized the man as an 
advanced case which I had seen 
shortly after my arrival in Africa, 
but I looked in vain for the great 
vellow patch of the disease that 
had marked him as a leper. 

Paulo gripped my hand. “I’m 
strong now, Bwana, and nearly 
well. Also I’m now an expert at 
woodcutting. It is here that the 
wholé outlook of my life has been 
changed.” 

We had just reached the gardens 
and I was looking at the pumpkins 
and green vegetables, and the 
mango trees that were flourishing 
near the spring. Wallace said to 
me: 

“That man, Paulo, when he 
came here, was called ‘Chibedi.’ ”’ 

“That’s Gogo for disobedience,” 
I laughed. 

“He wasn’t misnamed, either,” 
said Wallace. “He was a real 
pain in the neck to start with, 
but when he came to Jesus Christ 
vitally, it turned him inside out. 
Did you know he ran the services 
here last Sunday? ‘There’s no 
humbug about his Christian life.”

Take the great revival that so 
marvelously blessed our whole na- 
tion in 1857. How did that revival 
come about? A humble city mis- 
sionary in the City of New York, 
named Landfear, became greatly 
burdened because of the state of 
the church, and he got hold of two 
other men who were like-minded 
and they three began to pray for 
a revival. Then they opened a daily 
noon-meeting for prayer and in- 
vited others. These meetings were 
very poorly attended at first. On 
one occasion, if I remember cor- 
rectly, there were only two per- | 
sons present, and I think that on 
one occasion there was only one 
person present, this humble city 
missionary himself, this very ob- 
scure man Landfear, whose sisters 
I afterwards knew well and 
whose cousin was a member of the 
first church of which I was pastor. 
But soon the interest began to 
deepen and large crowds began to 
flock to the meetings for prayer. 
Such throngs came that it be- 
came necessary to appoint other 
prayer-meetings, and I have been 
told, and I think correctly told, 
that after a while prayer-meetings 


Prayer Brought Revival 
to Ireland 


Four young men in the little 
town of Kells, in the North of 
Ireland, banded themselves _to- 
gether and met every Saturday 
night for prayer for a revival and 
spent the whole night in prayer. 
They were humble men, one of 
them was a farmer, one was a 
blacksmith, one was a_e school 
teacher, and I do not recall what 
the fourth was, but I know he 
was in some humble sphere of 
life. When Mr. Alexander and I 
were holding meetings in London, 
and God was working there in 
great power, one of these four 
men, at that time living in Glas- 
gow, sent his grandson down to 
London to consult with Mr. Alex- 
ander and myself and to observe 
the work and bring back a report 
to him as to whether it was a 
real work of God or not. 


After these young men had been 
praying for sometime they went 
out to try and preach, but their 
attempt was a failure, so they 
went back and kept on praying. 
God heard their prayer and the 
fire of God fell, and the work went 
on in such marvelous power in 
some parts of Ireland that courts 
adjourned because there were no 
cases to try, jails were closed be- 
cause there were no prisoners to 
incarcerate, and in some places 
even the grain stood ungarnered 
in the fields because men were so 
taken up with things of God and 
of eternity that they had no time 
to attend even to the things that 
ordinarily are so necessary. Many

vival, a revival that is real and 
lasting and altogether of the right 
sort, than all the organizations 
that were ever devised by man. 

The history of the church of 
Jesus Christ on earth has been 
largely a history of revivals.

Not a re- 
vival where there is great preach- 
ing and_marvelous singing and all 
kinds of bewildering antics by 
preachers or singers, or skillful 
managers or manipulators; but a 
revival where there is mighty 
praying and wonderful displays of 
the convicting and converting and 
regenerating power of the Holy 
Spirit in answer to prayer. 

Don’t come to me and tell me 
what this‘man or that man, or this 
woman or that woman, is doing 
that you think is wrong or that 
you think is right, go to God and 
tell Him if you like; but it is far 
more important that you pray to 
Him. Pray, pray, pray for Him to 
bless this church and to bless 
other churches of this city, and 
to bless the whole land; yes, and 
to bless every land.

Let me tell you how the revival

| thing about that, because when 
|'Mr. Alexander and I were in Bel- 
\fast, Ireland, in 1903, they were 
'about to celebrate at Coleraine 
'the forty-third anniversary of how 

the revival came to Coleraine, and 
| they sent a committee down to 
3elfast to invite Mr. Alexander 
and myself to go up and celebrate 
the anniversary of the coming of 
the revival to Coleraine sixty- 
three years before. We were un- 
able to go: but I read very care- 
fully the account of the revival as 
it was given by Rev. William 
Gibson, Moderator of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in Ireland for 1860, in his 
book, The Year of Grace. It was 
reported on a certain day in Cole- 
raine that three young men were 
coming to Coleraine that evening 
to hold an open-air meeting in the 
market place. At the appointed 
hour the ministers of the city went 
down to the market place out of 
curiosity, to see what was done. 
To their amazement they saw the 
people pouring into the market 
place from every quarter until 
there were no less than fifteen 
‘thousand people gathered together 
in the market place. The ministers 
looked at one another in bewilder- 
;ment and dismay and said, “We 
must preach, these young men can 
/never deal with a vast throng like 
this.” 

So they put up four pulpits at 
the four corners of the market 
place and a preacher ascended 
each pulpit. They had not been 
preaching long when a very solemn 
awe fell upon the entire throng, 
and soon in one section of the 
market place there was a loud 
cry and a man fell to the ground 
under such overwhelming conwic- 
tion of sin that he could not stand

on his feet. He was carried out 
to the Town Hall that was not 
yet completed. Soon a cry arose 
jn another part of the market 
place and another man fell under 
the power of conviction of sin, and 
he too was taken to the Town 
Hall; then another, and then an- 
other, and then another fell in 
different parts of the market place 
until conviction became so general 
that the meeting broke up and the 
ministers adjourned to the Town 
Hall to deal individually ‘with 
stricken souls. The Presbyferian 
minister who tells the incident 
says, that he was in the Town 
Hall all night dealing with souls 
overwhelmed with deep conviction 
of sin. When the morning dawned, 
this minister tells us, he started 
for his home, but as he went up 
the street he found people stand- 
ing on their doorsteps waiting for 
him to pass, because there were 
people under conviction of sin in 
their homes and they wanted to 
invite him in to deal with them. 
He went into one home after an- 
other, and there were so many to 
deal with that the sun had se

Prayer Sent Dr. R. A. Torrey

After we had been praying for 
some months two men from far 
away Australia appeared in our 
lecture room.

They told 
me that in leaving Australia they 
had been commissioned to go to 
England, to Keswick and other 
places, and to other gatherings 
in America, and select someone to 
invite to Australia to conduct an 
evangelistic campaign. They said 
further that they had both agreed 
upon me: would I go? I replied, 
“I do not see how I can leave 
Chicago. I have the Bible Insti- 
tute to look after, and also the 
Chicago Avenue Church (the 
Moody Church), and I do not see 
how I can possibly get away from 
Chicago.” “Well,” they said, “you 
are coming to Australia.” 

Some months passed by and I 


| was in a Bible Conference in St. 
| Louis and I received a letter from 
| Australia asking me to cable my

acceptance of their invitation, and 
before he reached his own home. | 


The whole town of Coleraine was | 
so transformed and so impressed |

And God 
made it clear that I should go, and 
I so cabled them.

The first two weeks the meetings 
were held by many different pas- 
tors and evangelists in some forty 
or fifty different centers through- 
out the city, though meetings for 
the whole city were held at one 
o'clock, and two o'clock, and three 
o'clock each day in the Town Hall. 
The last two weeks, the meetings 
were all concentrated in the Ex- 
position Hall, seating about eight 
thousand people. At the very first 
meeting in the Exposition Hall the 
crowd was #0 great that they 
swept the police before them, 
packed the building far beyond its 
proper capacity, and great crowds 
still who could not get in. In the 
four weeks, eight thousand six 
hundred and forty-two persons 
made a definite profession of hav- 
ing accepted the Lord Jesus Christ 
as their Saviour, 


And when we went back to 
Melbourne some months later and 
held a meeting of the converts, 
six thousand of them were pre- 
sent at that meeting, most of 
whom had already joined the 
church; and almost all those who 
had. not united with the church 
as yet, promised to do so at once. 
The report of what God had done 
in Melbourne spread not only all 
over Australia, but to India, and 
England and Scotland and Ireland, 
and resulted in a wonderful work 
of God in the leading cities of Eng- 
land, Scotland and Ireland, and 
the whole world-wide work was 
the outcome of the prayer-meet- 
ings held in Chicago, and of the 
prayers of the little group of 
men in Australia. 


Prayer Brought Revival 
to Wales Likewise 


The great Welsh revival in 1904, 
of the beginning of which I was 
an eyewitness, came in a similar 
way. Mr. Alexander and I had 
been invited to Cardiff, Wales, for 
a month’s mission. The announce- 
ment that we were going there 
was made about a year before we 
went, and prayer began to go up 
all over England and Scotland and 
Wales that God would send a re- 
vival not only to Cardiff but to all 
Wales. When we reached Cardiff 
we found that for almost a year 
they had been holding a prayer- 
meeting from six to seven every 
morning in Penarth, a suburb of 
Cardiff, praying for a great re- 
vival. For the first two weeks or 
so things dragged. Great crowds 
came and there was great enthus- 
iasm in the singing, but we could 
not get the people to do personal 
work. Then we appointed a day 
of fasting and prayer, and the 
day was observed in other parts 
of Wales as well as in Cardiff. 
In one place Seth Joshua, who was 
afterwards *o greatly used in the 
revival, was the leading figure and 
had charge of the meeting, and 
wrote me a most glowing and 
cheering account of what God had 
done in that place on that day. I 
think it was on that very day that 
he was kneeling beside Evan Rob- 
erts, and as he prayed the power 
of God fell upon Evan Roberts. 


The power of God came down in 
Cardiff in such a wonderful way 
that when Mr. Alexander and I 
were compelled to leave at the 
end of the month in order to keep 
an engagement in Liverpool, the 
meetings went right on. without 
us and they went on for one whole 
year—meetings every night for a 
whole year, and multitudes were 
converted. 


From Cardiff the fire spread up 
and down the valleys of Wales. 
Soon after we had reached Liver- 
pool, the next city that we visited, 
I received a letter from the minis- 
ter who was secretary of our mis- 
sion in Cardiff, in. which he said 
that his assistant had gone out 
the preceding Sunday night up one 
of the valleys of Wales and that 
as he preached the power of God 
fell on him and one hundred per- 
sons were converted while he was 
preaching. The fire spread over 
the entire country under Fvan 
Roberts and others, and it is said 
that over one hundred thousand 
souls were converted in twelve 
months. 


Oh, that is what we need more 
than anything else today, in our 
own land.and in all lands, a real, 
mighty outpouring of the Spirit 
of God. The most fundamental 
trouble with most of our present- 
day so-called revivals is, that they 
are man-made and not God-sent. 
They are worked up (I almost 
said faked up) by man’s cunningly 
devised machinery—not prayed

ple to be bothering about Heaven 
and Hell at their age. It is a form 
of escapism. Religion is something 
to make them different here and 
now. They should be following 
Christ in their daily lives now, 
afd not worrying about Heaven 
and Hell either for themselves or 
their friends. I am sure there is 
a Hell on earth. Basically, Hell is 
to be the child of God and be 
without God. A lost child who 
desperately wants his father and 
cannot find him is desperately 
miserable. That's what Hell is. 
Whether there is a Hell as a state 
after death is a question upon 
which Christians differ.” 


This is but one of many similar 
statements about the life after 
death that were flaunted before 
our people—confusing the minds 
of the unsaved and shaking the con- 
fidence of some of our weaker 
Christians. I want to answer the 
question of my subject from the 
Word of God: “Why Worry About 
Hell?” 


Let me say, first of all, that in 
this message I intend to use very, 
very plain language. I do not be- 
lieve there is any necessity for 
soft-pedalling, or dodging the is- 
sue, or trying to find words that 
make the subject sound nice. This 
is not a nice subject; this is not 
a thrilling subject; this is not a 
pleasant subject to discuss, and | 
so there are no nice words that! 
we can use with which to discuss 
it. 


I am reminded in this connection 
of a minister who was a little | 
afraid to use the Bible words 
about future punishment, and in 
his message on the subject he said | 


love the Lord Jesus Christ, you 
will be sent to that place which 
it is not polite to mention.” Let 


the operation of combustion is 
proceeding yonder’? Of - course 
not, If the house across the street 
was on fire, without a moment’s 
hesitation, without trying to find 
fancy words, or nice words, or 
interesting words, or pleasant 
words with which to describe it, 
I would simply run down the 
street and cry out at the top of 
my lungs, “FIRE! FIRE!” and 
everybody would know exactly 
what I meant. 


As I talk about the place -of 
punishment, I am going to use 
the words that Jesus used. When 
I talk about Hell, I am going to 
use the vocabulary of Jesus; and 
because the Bible speaks in this 
manner, I make absolutely no 
apology for doing likewise. 

This is not a theological discus- 
sion about Hell, and for that rea- 
son I am not going to take time 
to talk about the various words 
that are used to describe the 
places of future punishment— 
both in the Old Testament and in 
the New Testament, in the He- 
brew and the Greek. It is suf- 
ficient to say that the Hell about 
which we are talking, and the 
Hell about which the Lord Jesus 
Christ spoke all the way through 
the New Testament in His earthly 
ministry, is the place which is 
the last. abode of all wicked peo- 
ple—the Hell that is the final 
destination of the sinner. 

The British clergyman’s thesis, 
of course, was this: If we make 
absolutely sure that we are right in 
this life, then it follows that we 
will be right in eternity. If we 
concentrate upon preparing for 
this world then automatically .we 
will be prepared for the next 
world. In other words, take care 
of time and eternity will take caye 
of itself. Therefore, the question 
of our subject—“Why Worry 
About Hell?” 

The thesis that I wish to set 
forth, on the other hand, is the 
direct converse of this, It is my 
firm conviction, and I believe it 


down. Oh, for an old-time revival, 
a revival that is really and not 
spuriously of the Pentecostal pat- 
tern; for that revival was born of 
a fourteen days prayer-meeting. 
But let us not merely sigh for it; 
let us cry for it, cry to God, cry 
long and cry loud if need be, and 
then it will surely come.

is the firm conviction of the ma- 
jority of Bible-believing Christian 
people, that the emphasis of the 
Word of God is not upon time but 
upon eternity; not upon the “here” 
but upon the hereafter; not upon 
this world, but upon the next 
world. We believe that the Bible 
declares, in unmistakable terms, 
the importance of getting ready 
for eternity, the importance of 
escaping the wrath of God, and the 
importance of preparing for Hea- 
ven. The only inference we can 
draw from the Word of God is 
that if we are adequately pre- 
pared for the life hereafter, we 
cannot help but be prepared for 
the life that is here now. If we 
are ready to live in the world 
that is te come, we cannot but be 
ready to live in the world that is. 

Notice what the Bible has to 
say about life—how short, how 
uncertain, how unimportant: “Our 
days on the earth are as a shadow, 
and there is none abiding” (I 
Chron. 29:15). Or again, “My days 
are swifter than a weaver’s shut- 
tle, and are spent without hope” 
(Job 7:6). Or again, “For what is 
your life? It is even a vapour, that 
appeareth for a little time, and 
then vanisheth away” (Jas. 4:14), 

It is possible, you see, to be 
prepared for life, and yet not be 
prepared for eternity. However, it 
is not possible to be prepared for 
eternity and not be prepared for 
life. You can quite easily be pre- 
pared for this world and not be 
ready for the next world. But if 
you are ready for the next world, 
then you cannot help but be ready 
for this world. 


It follows that if we believe the 
next world is the most important,

Why Should There Be a Hell? 


There should be a Hell for at 
least two reasons, if not more. In 
the first place, man’s sense of 
justice demands that sin should 
not go unpunished. 


Again and again, as we live and 
look about us in this world, we 
are forced to see the great de- 
ficiency of moral balance. We see 
the wicked prosper and the right- 
eous deprived. We see man scrap- 
ing down into the dregs of de- 
pravity and seeming to pay no 
price for it, while others, who live 
morally and aboveboard,  often- 
times are forced into difficulty af- 
ter difficulty, heartache after 
heartache, and sorrow after sor- 
row. The drunkard thrives, the 
harlot is secure, the blasphemer 
prospers, and the murderer goes 
unpunished. The liar gets away 
with it, the thief lies in luxury, 
the atheist seems to be blessed, 
and the degenerate lives and dies 
in peace. 

We see the brokenhearted girl- 
mother bearing the burden of her 
shame and suffering alone, while 
the brute who ruined her moves 
in his circle of friends as before; 
but even as we see it, our sense 
of justice rises up and clamors 
for recognition, as it cries out 
that there must be a day coming, 
as surely as there is a God in 
Heaven, when justice will be done.
